Bat perhaps che Poets meant fomething elfe,when 
they make lapiter y Sol, Mars, Mercury, Peaus, &c. parents 
of fuch children as we have mentioned , to wit, that thefe 
Planets were predominant in their Hwvefeope > When they 
were born; hence they called them the fonnes-of firch 
Planets.

“But to 
conclude, not onely have the Poets delivered tous the Gee 
nealogie of gods and men , butalfo of fate, old age,dearh, 
fleep, dieames, difcord, mifery, petulancy,&c, which they 
father upon Night and Hel’. They in the Heaven and Earth, 
the parents of griefe, deceipr, anger, forrow, lying, fweas 
ring, revenge , intemperance, brawling, pride, oblivion, 
fear, floth,&c. in this they thew themfelves to be Poets,noe 
Philofophérs; for Heaven and Earth are the remote and 
generail, but nor the particular and proximate caufes of 
thefe eff-&:. Who wou'd know more of ‘thefe Genealo- 
gies, lec him read Paufanias, Bocatins, Hyginsus, Apallodorms,

Hereticks 
and falle teachers are worfe then thefe Gergones, which with 
their breath killed mens bodies, whereas the other poyfon 
men foules ; and little better are they who with the vene- 
mous breath of their lying and flandering tongues, poyfon 
and kill mens good names. 2- Many men are like the Gor- 
gones, they are quick fighted abroad, but blinde at home 3; 
they fpy moats in other mens eyes, but not beams in their 
own. 3. Satan deals with us, as Perfews did with Medufe,he 
firft fteals away our knowledge, then with the more eafe he 
deftroyes our fouls. 4- Wefechere in Medufa,that pride, 
facriledge,whoredom fhall not go unpunifhed. $§.

for a man to become blear-eyed by looking on the blear-eys 
of another 5 or for one to become dumb at the fight of a 
wolf ; as for a glafie to be infected and fpotted at the looks 
ofa menftruous woman,as eAvifterle fheweth,it is too mani- 
feft what paflions and effedts the fight of divers objects doe 
produce ; as love, forrow, feare, &c. and fo we read that 
the Bafilifk kils with his looks, though fome fay it is with 
his breath; and I deny not, but the apprehenfion of the 
parties thus looked upon, helpes much to the producing of 
the forefaid effects ; there is alfo fafcination by the tongues 
we vsti Noceat mala lingua futuro.

Hi: was the god of the Sea, the fon of Saturn and Ops, the 
hwabend of Amphitrite, ‘of wham, and of fea Nymphs 
he begot multitudes of ebildren; be with Apollo,baiit the walls 
of Troy 5 and the firft that caught men vorfemanfbip.

1, THe Gentiles. gave divere namcs toone and the fame 
power of God as it is diffufed into divers parts of the 
world ; in heaven it is called Fupzter, in the fire 7alcan , in 
the aire 7#n0; in the waters Neptune, in the earth eta, 8c. 
fo that by Neptane they meant that power whichis inthe 
fea, moving it with diversmotions, preferving it from 
putrefa@ion, and reftraining ic from drowning the earth ; 
for which caufe perhaps they gave hima Trident, or three- 
forked {cepter ; and as by Neptwne they underftood the di- 
vine power or nature of the feay fo by Amphitrite they 
meant the body or matter of the fea, of which multitudes 
of fithes are engendred 5 which they called the children of 
Neptune. 2. He is faid to finde outthe ufe of horfeman- 
fhip, becaufe one of that name taught men firft to ride 5 or 
elfe becaufe thips feem to ride on the fea, ashorfes on the 
land : therefore Plawtas calls afhipa wooden horfe, Nols 
webi equo lignes: or elfe hecaufe fudden eruptions of the fea 
have caufed men to get on horfe-back for the greater expe= 
dition, to avoid drowning, who perhaps otherwife had not 
rid atall; or it may be that. fome horfe might be feen 
f{wimming towards the fhore, which had efcaped from fhip- 
wrack , which might give occafion to the ignorant country 
people to fuppofe that Neptune gave the firft horfe , for 
which caufe he was called érmG» ect dt, Neptune the horf- 
man; ot laftly, by the horfe may be meant, the fwiftnefie 
and mobility of the fea 5 therefore becaufe the flarres of 
X 3 Galler 
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Geffor and Pollux are very (wift,they were faid to be horfe= 
mene © 3. They ufed to paint Neptune, Nereus, and the other 
fea gods with a countenance fometimes frowning , fomes 
times {miling , to fhew how the fea is fometimes ftormy, 
fometimes calme: they made him gray haired, and gave 
him a blew garment, that by theone they might expreffe 
the foaming , by the other the colour of the fea: therefore 
blue is called in Plautus, Galor ibalaffius, the fea-colour.T hey 
gave himachariot drawn with horfes, or asfome fay, wich 
great and monftrous fifhes , to fignifie the {wiftnefie of the 
fea: they gave him a trident inftead of a Scepter, by which 
fometimes he moved and fhook the earth, to fhew thar the 
fea, by reafonof fome fubtesraneal pafiages gets under the 
ground y and fhakes the neighbouring fhores with earth. 
quakes inall che three parts of the earth, Afi, Eurepe, and 
Africa ; if they had known America, they would have made 
his Scepter four forked, and have called it not Tridens, but 
Quadrens: They made the fea nymphs or Neveides wait upon 
his chariot as /irgil in the fifth of the Cneads, placeth 
Glaucus, Palemon, the Tritons, and the whole company of 
Pheress on the right hand of Neptunes and on the left Thstis, 
eltes Panopea, and the other {ea- nymphs, by which they 
meant the divets forts of fifhes; as their names expreffe ; 
and among the reft, Zriten is called Neptunes Trumpeter by 
tie Poets, at the found of whofe thell-tramper, the fea 
ceafeth to rage becaufe fome fea monfters have appeared 
in fuch a forme as they defcribe Triten,and they feldome ap- 
pear but after a ftorm ina greatcalm: and as for Palamon 
or Porrunwty he was the god of harbours, whom fea men ho= 
noured with facrifices upon their returning from any voye 
age. 4. They uled to paint Nipewne holding of a plow, 
wich a cart behind him; intimating by this,that without the 
fea, the earth could not be fruitfyl ; for nor onely doe the

either becanfe the fea encompafleth the earth, or is encom- 
paiied by the air. 9. Neptune fell in love with Theophanes 
that beautiful virgin, whele good will that he might obrain 
he converted her into an ewe 5 and him/elfintoa ram, the 
reft of her futers into wolves ; ofher he begot the golden 
fleeced ram, which carried Piryxws to Ca'chis: by this (I 
fuppofe) the Poets would fignifie, that onlawfull love and

rofe out of the fea, having fallen in love with the faire vir- 
gin ofthe Ghurch, hath turned himfelfe into aram , pufhe 
ing men with the hornes of his authority ; and he hath 
made a very fheep of the Church , begetting of her golden- 
fleeced rams, that is, Bifhops, Deans, and Prebends, which 
have more wealth and honour then true piety and learning. 
Neptune made himfelfe a fervant to Laomedon, when with 
eApoliehe built the walls of Trey ; the Pope calls himfelfe 
Servant of fervants_, and pretends to build the walls of the 
Church, but indeed overthrowes them with Neptune, 
BE xtad, 2.

1X. Apolle and Neptune built the walls of Troy that is

13, In Nepiune we may fee the 
picture ofa tyrant, for tyrants delight in tormenting men, 
as it is recorded of Tiberius, Phalarts, Mexentius, and others , 
fo did Neptwne incontinual!! vexing and tormenting of Uiyf- 
fes, whom he would not drown; bur kept him alive, that he 
might be ftill vexing of him. Again, tyrants doe canfelefly 
and injurioufly put mento deaths fo did Neptuse,when he 
fent out the fea-calves to afftighe Hyppelitus his horfes , by 
which he was tornand killed ; and this he did upen a falfe 
accufation of his flep mother Piedra to Thefeus , as if Hyp- 
politus would have ravifhed her 3 whereas his imnocency 
and gocdnefle were knowne ; and had Neptune been a jutt

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Prince, he would have examined the matter, and not rafhly 
condemned the innocent. 14. N-pmnein Homer with the 
other gods are fealted in Ethiopia, by which is intimated, 
hat they were areligious and devout people. I withwe 
were as ready to feaft the true God by faith and holineffe ; 
for he will come and (up with fach: but we fuffer him to 
ftand and knock at the doors of our hearts,and wil not open, 
Let rich men alfo learn to feaft Chrift in his poormembers, 
that he may in the laftday thank them for feeding him when 
he was hungry : otherwife the Ethiopians that feafted Iupi- 
tery Neptuxe,and the other gods,will rife in judgment againft 
us. 15. As Fuus had the charge of the City gates, and Mi- 
nerva of the caftles and towers, fo had Nepruse of the foun- 
dation and walls; by which(I think )they meant,that riches, 
wifdome and ftrength ( for in Hamer Neptune is called the 
ttrongeft of gods) are required for the prefervation of Cis 
ties and States. 16. Our Saviour Chrift ts the true Neptune,

Mellagrides and 
Penelopes; for they fed her being an infant, aud expofed 
by her father into the fea inva veffell. Here wehave a no- 
table example of Gods providence, who,when facher and, 
mother forfake us, takes usup, and cherifhethus; aad 
efpecially is his goodnefle feen towards infants who can- 
not help themfeives , as may be feen in Afsjjes when he 
was caftinto che river, and many others mentioned in 
prophane ftories. : 

2. The reafon why Icariws rejected his daughter was, 
hecaufe he mifunderftood the Oracle, which cold him that 
fhe fhould be 2a7G> # wAcos, the modefty and glory of 
women, whereas he thought fhee fhould be the difgrace and 
Shame of women,thus we fee how all mifchiefe in the world 
comes by falfe interpretations of Gods oracles in Scripture, 
and mifunderftandings in divinity. 

3. Uy/ffes, aman commended for his prudence, married 
with Penelope the rare pattern of chaftity and continence 5 
to fhew how well thefe agree, for wifdome and Juft will ne- 
ver accord 5 becanfe Juft or veneryis madnefle or folly, as 
the word thews cigged'o] dgoorunn. 

4. Though Icer:ss with prayers and teares intreated 
Penelope to ftay with him in Lacedemon , rather then to goe

8. There is no vertue that becomes a woman fo muchas 
modefy, which Penelope exprefled, when being folicited by 
her Father to flay with him; and Uj/fes leaving it to her 
choyce,whether fhe weuld ftay at home with her Father,or 
Yollow her Hufband 5 anfwered nothing, but covered her 
head with a vaile 3 by which her Father knew her meaning 
that fhee defired tofollow her Hufband ; in memory of 
which fad, in the fame place the image of God modefty 
was erected; ifonce a woman caft off that vaile of modefty 
Shee ts loft 5 Cui periit pudor, illam ego periiffe puto.
